STANLEY REFUSES INQUIRY

Civic Federation's Canvass Shows 
Bankers and Mercl.éents Opposed. 


First replies to questions on the proposed 
modification. of the Sherman law framed 
by the National Civic Federation and cir- 
culated among 20,000 business and profes- 
sional men indicate an overwhelming sen- 
timent against the law as it now stands.

BERLIN, Nov. 28—The atternoon news- 
papers, which publish the full text of the 
speeches delivered yesterday in the House 
of Commons by Foreign Secretary Grey 
and Premier Asquith, are rather pessi- 
mistic as to the chances that they will 
improve Anglo-German relations, although 
they consider that it is not inevitable that 
they will make those relations worse. 

According: to the Lokal Anzeiger the 
speeches of the British Ministers show 
that “‘ English policy continues to follow 
the same old. course. Sir Edward Grey 
does not - make any further attack on 
Germany, but he has not diminished the 
unfriendly effect of the actions of the 
Summer.” 

The Tageblatt says: “Sir Edward Grey 
and Mr. Bonar Law were right in saying 
that an Anglo-German war would be so 
terrible that it should nevér be considered 
unavoidable. All reasonable persons are 
sure that it is avoidable, but peace de- 
pends on the spirit not only of German 
but of. English policy.’ 

The Vossische Zeitung says: “As for 
the past, Sir Edward Grey confirms 
rather than denies Capt. Faber’s assertion 
made on Nov. 17 that England had 
planned to land 160,000 troops on the 
Continent against Germany. In regard 
to the future, actions must speak louder 
than ‘words.” The newspaper advises 
Germany ‘to wait and see whether Bir 
Bdward’s phrases as to England not de- 
siring to hamper Germany will be re- 
peated should Germany seek to acquire 4 
coaling station or a navel base in East 
Africas

BATTENBERG A SEA LORD. 


Three of the Four Members of the 
Present Board Are Replaced. 


LONDON, Nov. 28.—Important changes 
in the Admiralty are announced to-rnight. 

Admiral Sir Francis Charles Bridge- 
man, Commander in -Chief of the Home 
Fleet, is appointed First Sea Lord, re- 
placing Admiral of the Fleet Sir Arthur 
‘Wilson. Vice: Admiral Prince Louis of 
Battenberg. becomes: Second Sea Lord, 
replacing Vice Admiral Sir George Le 
Clere Egerton. Capt.. William C, Paken- 
ham, commander of the battleship Col+ 
lingwood, becomes Fourth Sea Lord, re- 
placing Rear Admiral Charles Edward 
Madden. Rear Admiral Charles John 
Briggs, Third Sea Lord, retains his posi- 
tion. 

Admiral Wilson received the offer of 
a peerage, but declined it, while the com- 
mand of some important honie port will 
be given Admiral Egerton on the 
first vacancy. Several changes in the 
fleet commands incident to the promo- 
tions are also announced. 

The changes came as a surprise to the 
public, and are evidently the outcome of 
Winston Churchill's transference to the 
Admiralty. Questioned in the House of 
Commons to-night Mr. Churchill denied 
that the changes implied any reflection 
on the outgoing Sea Lords, who,. he 
pointed out, were due to retire early in 
1912. He explained that important de- 
cisions must soon be: taken regulating 
the naval policy’ for the coming, two 
years. The Government, therefore, con- 
sidered it-advisable to make the changes 
now. ‘These, he said, were necessary to 
— * the Admiralty. Board, and would 

end to more: effective — and. admin-« 
ee efficieney. 

Any rumors, continued “Mr, Churchill, 
suggesting that absolute security has not 
always- been* maintained ‘were com —*8 
unfounded. “The retiring. Sea. Lo 
acquiesced in the changés in the» true 
Epirit of the naval service, refraining from 
pushing their personal pretensions. 

The p hoes ners are not believed to indicate 
any radical change in the naval policy, 
but rather the development, on progres- 
sive lines, of the reform policy instituted 
when Admiral Wilson was appointed to 
heal the discords caused by the reluctance 
of the older —— to accept the reforms. 

The new. board ‘is & particularly: strong 
one, with three of the officers fresh from 
service afloat. Mr. Churchill has ignored 
the seniority rule and pace the navy in 
the hands of comparatively youthful offi- |

Victory—-Premler's Position © 
Had Seemed Hopeless. —

PEKING, Nov, 28—Han-Yang has beeh 
occupied. by..the imperial forces, .which 
crossed the Han River twenty miles above 
the city. a 

Wu-Chang has made a provisional capit- 
ulation, @rid it is evident that the Gov- 
ernment is getting a strong hand in that 
part. of ._Hu-Pé Province, where a few 
weeks &go the rebels seemed’ to have su- 
preme control. 

There is no hews of Li Yuen-Heng, the 
revolutionary. commahder, and it js not 
known -whether he led the’ defense of 
Han>Yang or directed it from Wu-Chang. 
It is not believed that the rebels wilt sur- 
render, as they fear slaughter. They will, 
it is. expected, prefer to take their chances 
in flight in the open country. 

The rebels yesterday endeavored to ob- 
tain ‘the terms offered by, Yuan Shi-Kai 
three weeks ago, but it is reliably reported 
that Gen, Feng Kwo-Chang, commander 
of the imperia] troops at Hankow, has re- 
fused to grant them:

A Hankow Consular report says it was 
a foregone conclusion that the imperialists 
would. win if they attacked seriously, be- 
cause of their superior organization, Dur- 
ing the attack every position the rebels 
assumed was heavily shelled. The impe- 
rialists-numbered probably 30,000 modern- 
drilled men. The rebels were for the most 
part volunteers, perhaps equal in mumber 
to the imperial forces.

Subway Signs Goes to Ward & 
Gow ona Ten-Year ‘Contract. 


BUT Gow IS GETTING NOTHING 


Signed Away His Rights When He Got 
involved in the 1907 Panic and Seeks 
to’ be Restoréd as “Partner.

Another hearing in the suit brought by 
William. Gow against Artemas Ward to 
establish ‘his right to the same partner- 
shiv inthe firm of Ward & Gow that 
existed prior io October, 1907, was had 
before Supreme Court Justica, Guy yes- 
terday. Mr. Gow alleges that he never 
relinquished his partnership and that the 
transfer he signed. was only’ to.run for a 
limited period. 

It was brought out yesterday that: the 
stake Mr. Gow is fighting for is a big one. 
He declares in his complaint that the. net 
profits of the fitm have been $30,000 a 
month, that thé contracts that ‘have still 
several to .run represent « about 
$450,000 a year, and that the net value 
of the contracts owned by the firm is 
about $2,500,000. : 

The most valuable contract the firm 
has is that with the Interborough Com- 
pany., Its original contract was with thé 
elevattd lines. This contract carried with 


becotiie connected withit. “So when, the 
Interborough took over the elevated roads 
Ward & Gow got & contract covering all 
of the lines at a fascinating figure. 

This blanket contract. went into effect 
on Jan. 1, 1906. It runs for ten years, and 
by its terms fhe Inerborough, Company 
was to receive from the.firm of Ward & 
Gow $500,000 a year and.a proportionate 
increase for each additional car used and 
for each additional station built. 

If. the contract presented an;attractive 
face to the firm of Ward & Gow in 1006 
it. must be positively captivating .inow, 
as will be seen by these ‘figures, showing 
the growth of Subway travel: In 1004, 
300,000 passengers were carried each day; 
in 1907, 400,000 were carried, and on Mon- 
day of this week 1,054,000 fares were paid 
at the various Subway stations. In the 
meantime the express trains have grown 
fromf-eight to ten cars, the locals from 
six to seven cars;.and very few stations 
have been added,: so it happens that the 
cost of the. privilege has inoreased very 
slightly, ‘While its value has been swelled 
to,.sometiing more than two-thirds. Of 
course, the number of cars and stations 
add nothing to the.value of an advertis- 
ing or. vending privilege except: so far as 
it means increased travel. It is the amount 
of traffic that counts.

THE MEXICAN SITUATION. 

The newly ‘organized movement to 
discredit the administration of Prési- 
dent Mapzro, at the very start, and, 
if possible, to unseat him, has become 
formidable in Mexico. The bandit 
ZapaTA,:in. the south, the two brothers 
Vasqunz-Gomez in or near the capital, 
and Beswarpo Reres, self-exiled in 
Texas, are said to have joined hands to 
everthrow the Government lately in- 
stalled. And when the United States 
Government indicates its intention to 
prevent, as far as possible, the hatch- 
ing of plots and the fitting out of 
armed forces against a friendly Gov- 


== ernment on our territory, the cry goes 


up, and is iterated day by day, that 
Washington ‘threatens to intervene. 
"The object of this false assertion is to 
shame Mr. Mappro, who had, urged 
President Tarr to enforce strictly the 
neutrality laws. These laws, so far 
as Mexico and Certral America are

He tells his men that 
in “sizing up” some particular person 
for promotion his disposition is one of 
the first things to be considered; in 
some depaftments it is the prime con- 
sideration. * * * Other things being 
equal, the employé who is uniformly 
civil and courteous in his dealings 
with the public and his’ fellow-em- 
ployés is very likely to be given pref- 
erence. * * © It indicates strength 
of character anda previous self-disci- 
pline that insures calm consideration 
of important matters in emergencies. 

Mr. Park explains quite fully the 
rights and needs of railway. passengers 
as to their treatment by employés. He 
lays stress on the nervousness prevatl- 
ing among. those not habituated to rail- 
way travel, and he points out not only 
that their numeroug questions ‘should 
be kindly and clearly answered, but 
that to those who may be ignorant or 
confused,- information and aid should 
be offered... Indeed, the gist of his 
counsel is that railway employés are 
engaged, not merely to perform their 
specific work, but to give all needed or 
possible aid to the patrons of their 
road, The road “sells transportation.” 
Its employés should do all they can to 
get and to suit customers. For. this, 
kindly help will be the very best 
means. All this is plain enough to 
any one who looks sensibly at the mat- 
ter. It is not, we regret to say, the 
rule observed or enforced on most of 
the railways of the United States. Any 
company that adopts and thoroughly 
applies it is a public benefactor, and is 
iUkely, moreover, to find distinct profit 
in so doing,

— THE “PLAYBOY” ROW. 

If the Arabs in New York should 
throw rotten ¢ggs on the stage, and 
abuse the actors because they felt that 
the realistic picture of proceedings in 
the Oriental dance house in “ The Gar- 
den of Alieh"” was a reflection on the 
character of their race, New Yorkers 
would conclude that things had come 
to a pretty pass. Our theatre, such as 
it is, (and there is plenty of it) is free. 
So long as the dramatists and actors 
avoid sedition and filth the authéri- 
ties'do not interfere with them, One 
of Sraw's plays was rather foolish- 
ly suppressed by order of a well-mean- 
ing Police Commissioner, but as few 
desired to see it little harm was done, 
Americans are prejudiced against hiss- 
ing in the theatres. They have an 
idea that if one does not like a play 
he should either endure it in aflence 
or go home. .Others in the audience 
may lIfke it, and we are rather particu- 
lar here about the feelings of others. 

Irish-American  fellow-citizens 
should bear that fact in mind. 

The row about “The Playboy of the 
Western World” is peculjarly Trish.

CHILDREN’S COURT JUDGES. 

Chief Justice Russmiu of the Court 
of Special Sessions may, in his dis- 
cretion, assign a Judge to each of the 
four. Children's’ Courts, selected — for 
his fitness, experience, and genuine in- 
terest in the work, to sit throughout 
the year. By the terms of the Page 
law the Chief Justice “shall have re- 
gard for the fitness of the Justice’ so 
assigned, and, so far as practicable, 
shall make such assignments for sub- 
stantial periods.” ; 

We understand that there are three 
or four Special Sessions Justices who 
are fit, experienced, and genuinely in- 
terested in the work of following chil- 
dren's cases, and are willing to give 
up their work with adults and devote 
themselves exclusively to ehild delin- 
quents. Their permanent assignment 
would accomplish two resulta, It 
would exclude from.this difficult and 
delicate department of judicial activi- 
ties untrained Judges, who must get 
their experience at the expense of the 
children, and it would give to the work 
a continuity. that, in cases that have 


.& “history” of long standing, is essen- 


tial. Of course, Judges who look upon 
their assignmenta to the Children’s 
Court# as “snaps,” and: dispose per- 
functorily of from 85- to 185 cases a 
day, preceding a hurried adjournment 
at 1 or 2 o'clock, are not of the gort 
to decifie the whole future and fate of 
hundreds of youthful delinquents, It 
fs the experience of other cities that 
a@ few specialists in’. children’s cases 
may best be Jeveloped to care for them 
properly, Justice “Russxtz last year 
lengthened, the monthly terms of his 
assignments. He should now cofisider 
candidly whether he ought not to 
choose the best of the Judges per- 
manently, one for each Children’s

rest OTHER CASES TO BE RUSHED 


Hoped to Have All Ready to be Sen 
tenced to Death Next Monday—White 
Plains Court Again Guarded:

PLAINS, N. X. Nov. 28.—Vin- 
gzenco Cono, one. ofthe five Italians 
T*. | charged with the murdet on Nov.’9 last 
of Mra, Mary Hall, wite of Henry Hall of 
Croton Lake, was found guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree by a Westchester 
County jury this afternoon.

teen days since Mrs, Hall was mur- 
dered. Supreme: Court Justice Tompkins 
remanded him for sentence next Monday
